WHEREAS  tlie  persons  hereinafter  niiinod  have,  by  petition,  set 
forth  that  it  is  desirable  that  tliey,  together  with  sucli  otiier  persons 
as  may  be  hereafter  associiited  with  them,  be  incorporated  into  a  society 
by  the  nnme  of  "The  Canadian  Society  of  Civil  Engineers,"  having 
for  its  objects  and  purposes  to  facilitiitc  tho  acquirement  and  iiiter- 
chan(:c  of  professional  knowledge  among  its  Members,  and  more  parti- 
cularly to  promote  the  acquisition  of  that  species  of  knowledge  whiuli  has 
special  reference  to  the  profession  of  civil  engineering,  and  further  to 
encourage  investigation  in  connection  with  all  branches  and  depart- 
ments of  knowledge  connected  with  the  profession  ;  and  whereas  it  is 
expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said  petitioners  ;  therefore.  Her 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Commons  of"Canada,  enacts  as  follows  :  —

Percival  W.  St.  George,  Montreal  ;  and  Herbert  Wallis,  Montreal,  and 
all  other  persons  who  may  hereafter  be  associated  with  them,  shall  be 
and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under 
the  name  of  "  The  Canadian  Society  of  Civil  Engineers."

2.  The  Raid  Society  flhall  hiivo  power  to  uoquiro  and  hold  all 
lands  and  property  necessary  and  required,  in  order  to  carry  out 
the  objects  and  purposes  for  which  incorporation  is  sought,  provided 
that  the  annual  value  of  the  rcul  estate,  held  at  any  one  time  for  the 
actual  use  of  the  Society,  shall  not  exceed  five  thousand  dollars ;  and 
the  said  Society  shull  also  have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  and  implead 
in  their  corporate  name  ;  and  to  uiake  und  pass  regulations  »nd  by- 
lawM  for  the  direction  and  nianugcment  of  the  said  Society,  including 
all  rules  that  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
honour  and  dignity  of  the  profession. 

3.  The    Haid  Society    shall    be  governed  by  a  President,    Vice 
Presidents  and  Council,  to   bo  constituted  in  such  manner  as  may 
be  provided  by  the  by-laws  hereafter  to  be  made,  and  the  persons 
named  in  the  first  section  shall  constitute  such   Council,  until  such 
appointments  are  made. 

4.  A  meeting  of  the  said  Council  shall  bo  held  within  six  months 
after  the  incorporation  of  the  Society,  for  organization,  making  by- 
laws, the  election  ofcflBccrs,  and  the  transaction  of  any  other  business 
that  may  arise. 

6.  The  liead  office  of  the  Society  shall  be  in  the  city  of  Montreal, 
or  in  any  such  other  place  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  determined  by 
a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Society.

6.  Honorary  Members  shall  be  distinguished  men,  eminent  in  engi- 
neering or  kindred  sciences. 

7.  Every  candidate  for  election  as  Member  must  be  nt  least  thirty 
years  cf  age,  and  must  have  been  engaged  in  some  branch  of  Engineer- 
ing for  at  least  ten  years,  which  period  m:iy  include  apprenticeship,  or 
pupilage  in  a  qualified  Engineer's  office,  or  a  torm'ot' instruction  in  some 
school  of  Enginecrimr  recognized  by  the  Council.  The  term  often  years 
will  be  reduced  to  eight  years  in  the  case  of  any  candidate  who  has 
graduated  with  honours  in  his  Engineering  course.  In  every  case  the 
candidate  must  have  had  responsible  charge  of  woi'k  for  at  least  five 
years,  and  this  not  merely  as  u  skilled  workman,  but  as  an  Engineer 
qualified  to  design  or  direct  Engineering  works. 

8.  Every  ca'iJidato  for  election  as  an  Associate  Member  must  have 
been  engaged  in  some  branch  of  Eniiinecring  for  at  least  five  years 
which  period  u)ay  include  apprenticeship  or  pupilage  in  a  qualified 
Engineer's  office,  or  a  term  of  instruction  in  some  school  of  Engineering 
recognized  by  the  Council.  In  every  case  the  Ci«ndidate  must  have 
held  a  position  of  professional  responsibility  for  at  least  two  years. 

9.  Every  candidate  for  election  as  Associate  shall  be  one  who  is  not 
a  Civil  Engineer  by  profession,  but  wiiosc  pursuits,  scientific  acquire- 
ments or  practical  experience  qualify  hint  to  co-operate  with  Engineers 
in  the  advancement  of  professional  knowledge. 

10.  Every  candidate  for  election  as  Student  must  be  at  least  sixteen 
years  of  age,  and  must  present  a  certificate  of  having  successfully 
passed  an  examination,  equivalent  to  the  final  examination  of  a  High 
School  or  the  matriculation  of  an  Arts  or  Science  course,  and  must  be 
pursuing  a  recognized  course  of  instruction  in  some  branch  of  Engi- 
neering, or  be  receiving  a  practical  training  in  the  profession.  He 
shall  not  remain  in  the  class  of  Students  more  than  nine  years.

Officers. 

27.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  Pre-ident,  three - 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Treasurer,  a  Secretary,  a  Librarian  ;  the  Past 
Presidents,  who  shall  be  styled  Honorary  Counci  Ilors  ;  and  fifteen  Coun- 
cillors. Of  tho  fifteen  Councillors,  not  more  than  three  may  .be  Asso- 
ciate Members. 

Council. 

28.  There  shiill  be  a  Council,  consisting  of  the  President,  Vicc-Pn ..  -- 
dents,  Treasurer,  Secretary,  Honorary  Councillors  and  Councillors,  and 
of  this  Couccil  five  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  Members  of  Council 
shall  retain  their  position  until  their  successors  have  been  nppointcd. 

Management. 

29.  The  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  or, 
in  their  absence,  a  Membar  of  Council,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Society.  In  the  event  of  the  absence  of  the  President  and  of  all 
the  Vice-Presidents  and  Members  of  Council,  the  n;eeting  may  select 
any  Member  as  Chairman.

He  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Society,  give  notice  of  all 
meetings,  supervise  the  printing,  and,  under  the  direction  of  the  Coun- 
cil, edit  the  transactions  of  the  Society. 

.31.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  the  funds  of  the  Society, 
shall  receive  all  money  and  pay  all  accounts  and  orders  appi'oved  of  by 
the  President,  or  by  the  Chairman  of  Finance  or  Library  Committee. 
He  shall  also  deposit  and  invest  the  funds  of  the  Society  in  its  name, 
and  always  with  the  approval  of  the  Council.  All  accounts  exceeding 
$10  shall  be  paid  in  cheques,  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  Treasurer 
and  countersigned  by  one  member  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

32.  The  Librarian  "shall  take  charge  of  the  Library  of  the  Society, 
shall  mark  all  books  with  tlie  name  of  the  Society,  and  shall  number 
and  record  them  in  a  catalogue.  He  shall  also  conform  to  such  regu- 
lations as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Ijibrary  Committee.

Any  twelve  Voting  Members,  of  whom  not  more  than  four  may 
be  Associate  Members,  may  present  to  the  Council,  on  or  before  the 
fifteenth  of  November  of  the  current  year,  a  list  of  names  proposed  by 
them  for  officers,  such  list  to  be  accompanied  by  tlie  nominees'  accept- 
ance of  nomination,  in  writing.  A  copy  of  such  list  shall  also  be  sent 
by  the  Council  to  each  Voting  Member  not  later  than  the  following  first 
of  December. 

38.  The  list  issued  by  the  Nominating  Committee  shall  beheaded  as 
such  ;  and  tlie  names  of  the  nominators  of  any  list,  other  than  that 
issued  by  the  Nominating  Committee,  shall  be  printed  at  the  head  of 
such  list  as  the  nominators  of  the  same. 

39.  Should  nny  Member,  who  has  consented  to  bo  nominated  for  any 
office,  wish  to  withdraw  his  consent,  he  must  do  so  in  writing  not  later 
than  the  fifteenth  of  September  of  the  current  year. 

40.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  of  votes  taken  by 
sealed  letter  bnllot.  This  ballot  shall  be  opened  and  declared  at  the 
Annual  Meeting,  and  the  report  of  the  scrutineers  shall  give  the  names 
of  all  members  who  have  boon  elected  and  the  number  of  votes  cast  for 
each.  In  case  two  or  more  persons  shall  equally  have  received  the. 
highest  number  of  votes,  the  clioice  shall  be  made  from  amongst  tliem 
by  ballot  at  the  meeting.  "^ 

40a.  Any  member  may  vote  for  the  sane  person  for  the  offices  of 
President,  Vice-President  and  Member  of  Council,  provided  always  that 
should  any  member  be  elected  to  more  than  one  office,  he  must  choose 
which  he  shall  hold,  and  the  vacancy  arising  from  his  declining  to  hold 
the  extra  office  or  offices  shall  be  filled  by  the  member  or  members  who 
shall  have  received  the  next  highest  number  of  votes,  alter  those  already 
elected  to  said  office  or  offices.

41.  The  scrutineers  of  the  ballot  at  the  Annual  Meeting  for  tiie 
election  of  officers  and  of  the  elective  members  of  the  Nominating 
Committee  may  be  named,  with  the  consent  of  the  nieetinir,  by  the 
Chairman.  If  not  thus  named  they  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the 
meeting. 

Election  op  the  Nominating  Committee. 

42.  The  Secretary  shall  send  to  all  Voting  Members,  at  the  same 
time  as  he  sends  the  list  of  Members  nominated  for  office,  a  form  of 
ballot   (Form    Z)   for  the    election  of  the  elective   members   of  the 
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Nominating;  Committee.  The  Voting  Members  shall  elect  represent- 
atives on  the  No  minatiog  Committee  as  fbilows  :  tliose  resident  in 
Newfoundland,  Nova  Scotia,  Prince  Edward  Island  and  New  Bruns- 
wick, one  member  ;  those  resident  in  the  Province  of  liuebec,  two 
members  ;  those  resident  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  three  members  ; 
those  resident  in  Canada  to  the  west  and  north-west  of  tlic  Province 
of  Ontario,  one  member  ;  and  those  not  living  in  Canada  or  Newfound- 
land, one  member  who  f>hall  be  resident  at  headquarter?. 

It  shall  not  be  necessary  for  any  member  of  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee to  reside  in  the  district  he  represents. 

43.  The  ballot  for  election  of  members  of  the  Nominating  Committee  NSln^niting 
shall  be  returned  to  the    Secretary  of  the  Society  with  the  ballot  for*'°"»"'"*>®- 
election  of  ofBcers,  and  shall  be  examined  and    reported  on  by  scruti- 
neers appointed  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  scru- 
tineers for  the  ballot  for  the  election  of  Officers . 

The  Member  or  Members  for  each  district  who  shall  i-eccive  the 
greatest  number  of  votes  shall  form  the  elective  part  of  the  Noininatinti 
Committee,  provided  that  in  case  any  Member  with  aniajority  of  votes 
refuse  to  act,  the  Member  coming  next  in  order  by  majority  of  votes 
shall  be  elected,  provided,  however,  that  should  the  full  number  of  the 
Committee  still  fail  to  be  elected,  the  deficiency  shall  be  supplied  by 
ballot  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

The  Committee  shall  elect  a  Chairman  within  sixty  days  of  their  Election 
election,  by  each  member  sending  his  vote  sealed  with  his  name  outside  Chairman, 
the  envelope,  which  shall  be  endorsed  "Vote  for  Chairman,"  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Society,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  when  he  has 
received  all  the  votes,  to  lay  the  same  before  the  Council,  which  shall 
open  the  ballot,  and  notify  (througii  the  Secretary)  the  member  of  the 
Committee  who  has  been  elected  Chairman.  Should  the  Committee 
fail  to  elect  a  Chairman  within  the  sixty  days  above  mentioned,  the 
Council  shall  make  the  appointment  and  notify  the  Committee 
thereof. 

Meetings. 

44.  The  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  as  follows  : — 

(A.)  The  Annual    Meeting  for  the  election  of  officers  shall  be  held  Annual 
on  the  .second  Tuesday  in  January,  or  on  such  other  day  in  January 
as  the  Council  may  direct.     The  Council   shall  lay  before  the  meeting 
a  report  of  the  standing  of  the  Society,   with  a   statement    by   the  Annual  Report. 
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Treasurer,  verified  by  the  Committee  on  Finance,  of  the  funds  of  the 
Snoiety,  and  the  receipts  and  payments  during  the  year  ended  on  the 
3l8t  December  preceding.  Also  ii  list  of  tiio  meetings  held  by  the 
Council  and  the  names  of  those  present  at  ench  meeting.  At  .such 
annual  meetings,  fifteen  Voting  Members shtill  constitute  a  quorum.  A 
notice  of  twenty-one  days  shall  be  required  for  an  Annuiil  Meeting. 

(B.)  Special  General  Meeting  of  the  Society  maybe  called  by  order 
of  the  Council  for  the  transaction  of  special  business.  The  quorum  at 
a  Specinl  General  Meeting  .shall  be  fifteen  Voting  Menibeis. 

A  notice  of  twenty-one  days  shall  be  given  for  a  Special  General 
Meeting. 

(C.)  Ordinary  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  at  eight  o'clock 
in  the  evening,  on  every  alternate  Thursday  during  the  months  of 
October,  November,  December,  January,  February,  March,  April  and 
May,  commencing  with  the  second  Thursday  in  October  ;  but  it  siiall 
be  in  the  power  of  an  ordinary  meeting  to  make  such  changes  in  these 
dates  as  may  bo  deemed  advisable. 

The  business  of  an  ordinary  meeting  shall  be  transacted  as  neaily  as 
possible  in  the  following  order  : — 

(a.)  The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  to  be  read,  approved  and 
signed  l)y  the  Chairman  and  Secretary. 

(b.)  Business  arising  out  of  the  minutes  to  be  discussed, 
(c.)  Appointment  of  Sciutineers  and  opening   of  ballot  for  election 
of  Members. 

(d.)  Candidates  for  admission  into  the  Society  to  be  announced, 
(e.)  Communications  from  the  Council  to  be  considered, 
(f.)  New  business  to  be  proposed  and  notices  of  motion  to  be  given, 
(g.)  Original  papers  to  be  read  and  discus.«ed. 

(D  )  Students'  meetings  shall  be  held  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening, 
at  such  dates   as  shall  be  determined    by  Council,  and  of  which  due 

notice  shall  be  given. 

45.  Changes  in  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Society,  and  new 
rules  or  regulations  shall  not  be  voted  on  or  adopted,  nor  sliall  the 
expenditure  of  any  funds,  for  which  a  vote  is  necessary,  be  authorized, 
unless  notice  of  motion  has  been  given  not  less  than  four  weeks  pre- 
viously to  such  vote  being  taken,  so  that  the  Secretary  shall  have  time 
to  notify  all  Voting  Members.

56.  Every  member  of  the  Society  should  perform  the  work  he  under- 
taUestodo  to  the  best  of  his  ability  and  in  the  true  spirit  of  his  engage- 
ment, feeling  it  to  be  his  duty  to  present  all  ascertained  facts  in  their 
true  light. 

57.  The  Civil  Engineer  has  a  right  to  expect  from  Viis  client  the  same 
consideration  and  deference  to  his  opinion  as  is  by  their  clients  accorded 
to  the  members  of  other  professions — Law  and  Medicine,  for  exam- 
ple— and  without  which  the  adviser  should  decline  to  advise.  The 
surest  way  for  the  Engineer  to  obtain  such  necessary  consideration  and 
deference  from  the  public  will  be  found  in  his  manner  of  carrying 
himself. 

58.  The  Assistant  Engineer  must  loyally  obey  and  support  his  Chief, 
to  whom  it  will  be  his  duty  to  report  directly  on  all  matters  relating  to 
the  work  on  which  they  may  be  jointly  engaged.  His  report  should 
be  full  and  explicit  on  all  important  points,  and  exact  to  the  best  of  the 
Assistant's  knowledge  and  belief,  cloaking  nothiUj;,  even  though  going

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to  show  that  previous  reports  liud  boon  innccurale  or  not  duly  wcij^hed, 
in  some  pjirticulars  affecting  the  well-being  of  the  business  in  hand. 

59.  The  A8sist;int  Engineer  is  entitled  to  look  to  his  Chief  for,  and  to 
receive  from  him,  advice  lor  his  guidance  in  the  prtpor  performance 
of  his  duties,  nnd,  where  right,  to  expect  his  support,  in  mutters  in  dis- 
pute between  him  (the  Assistant)  and  his  subordinates,  or  between  him 
and  the  contractors  workinc  under  him.
